THE PROiMOTER 


Generally the p romoter has only his v ision and he 
sets ab ou t try ing to make others see it. 
This « the 
great task of the p romoter. 
Men are skep tical. 
They hav e seen too many failu res. 
They hate 
inv ested time and money m schemes which 
ooked 
good, b u t something fu ndamenta 
was ov erlooked 
and it failed. 
Or it was p erfected b u t the mind of 
the p u b lic was not ready for it, and cou ld not b e 
p ersu aded. 
All this the p romoter mu st ov ercome 
The tru e p romoter has cou rage with his v ision and 
p ersev erance as well. 
He often sp ends y ears and 
makes himself a p au p er that his p articu lar idea may 
b e dev elop ed and his v ision b ecome a rea lty . 
Most 
often he fails, and that is the p ity of it. 
He b ecomes 
a p art of the cost of p rogress. 
He dies in p ov erty , 
b u t the idea, if it b e worthy , has b een lodged and 
sooner or later another gets the same v ision and 
rep eats the p rocess with b etter resu lts. 
1 he idea 
b iossoms. b ears fru it, and b ecomes a p art of ou r 
ex p anding civ ilization. 
Those who finally contrib u te to the su ccess and 
reap the rewards are sp ecu lators. 
They , too, share 
the sacrifices of the p romoter fired b y the v ision 
of p rofits or serv ice to society . 
They take a chance. 
They fu rnish the cap ital, hop ing to win, b u t often 
ex p ecting to lose. 
They p lay for high stakes alway s 
with the p ossib ility that they hav e p laced their money 
on the wrong color. 
Society , howev er, is willing to 
p ay immense rewards to the sp ecu lators and p ro­ 
moters who su cceed. 
This is why there are so many 
willing to take the chance. 
The more enterp rising 
the p eop le, and the more natu re has p u t into them 
the sp irit of gamb ling or risking mu ch, the more 
p rogressiv e that 
nation 
b ecomes. 
Americans 
are 
essentially sp ecu lators. 
Of cou rse there are hosts 
of failu res, and still we take chances. 
We know 
that there are su ccesses, and ev ery new v entu re, we 
ex p ect, will p ay for p ast losses. 
Commodore Vanderb ilt had to p rov e the v alu e of 
comb ining short railroads 
into 
tru nk 
lines 
and 
society was willing to p ay . 
Morse kep t at his ex p er­ 
iments and finally telegrap hed the message. MW hat 
hath God w rou ght?’ 
Colu mb u s had to sell his idea 
and finally enriched his b ackers, the roy al sp ecu la­ 
tors of Sp ain. 
Sp ecu lation is an imp erativ e foreru nner of p rog­ 
ress. 
W ithou t the hardy , p ersev ering sp irit of the 
p romoter, the conserv ativ e inv estor wou ld hav e no 
ou tlet for his cap ital. 
The fu nction of w hat the 
economist calls the entrep reneu r, is more essential 
ev en than the cap ital of those who seek safe and 
su re retu rns of interest and the final rep ay m ent of 
money adv anced. 
This b y no means shows that the cap ital of the 
timid is not of the u tmost u se b u t does ex p lain the 
comp arativ ely small retu rns to the b u y er of b onds. 
The b ig rewards go to the b u y ers 
of 
stocks, 
and 
esp ecially of those stocks where the chance of loss 
is great, the chance of su ccess seemingly small, b u t 
the gains, if they d o come, enormou s. 
The av erage American has the gamb ling 
sp irit. 
He is a good loser if only he has the p rosp ect o f a 
grea t rewa rd. Hence the ep ochal rap idity of Amer­ 
ican civ ilization, b oth material and cu ltu ral. Hence, 
a lso hitherto u nheard of op p ortu nities of safe inv est­ 
ments for those who are willing to p rodu ce cap ­ 
ital, thou gh not willing to take great chances. 


Chief Ju stice Teft has sent a su it of his old 
clotehs to help a needy farmer ou t west. 
If that's 
one of the su its Taft wore when he was p resident, 
and if it fits the man he sent it to, well, the p oor 
fellow’s not starv ing any way .

Up on the death of 
the animals, the hou se is to b e 
conv ey ed 
to

Connecticu t Hu mane Society . 
In addition the will 
creates a tru st fu nd of $8 0,000 to carry ou t the 
p rov ision for the p ets. 
Up on their deaths that fu nd 
also is to go to the Hu mane Society . 
The incident is more u nu su al than the rep eated 
new* of su ch occu rrences in the newsp ap ers wou ld 
lead u s to b eliev e. 
We hav e commented b efore, 
editorially , on a similar situ ation. 
It is the manfes- 
tation of a strange sentimental attachm ent and mis­ 
directed affection. 
Also it is something of 
a com­ 
mentary on hu man natu re. 
The incident, as it 
alway s does, recalls the statem ent that “ the more I 
see of men, the more I think of dogs. 
T hat is the 
acme of cy nicism and egotism. 
Bu t one can b e 
thankfu l that there are other p eop le whose lov e and 
affection for hu man natu re is su ch as to make them 
disgu sted with any one who ev en harb ors so low an 
op inion of their fellows. 
It is natu ral for u s to lov e and enjoy association 
with other p eop le; it is u nnatu ral for a n indiv idu al 
to ex alt the v alu e of animals 
ab ov e 
his 
fellow 
creatu res. 
May it not b e that some p eop le do so 
b ecau se hu man society has failed them, as well as 
that they hav e failed society ? 
A dog is loy al, reti­ 
cent, resp onsiv e to affection and one can easily 
imagine him sy mp athetic. 
It mu st b e admitted that 
acq u aintances are not alway s so. 
They p ry they 
carry tales, they criticize, they are acq u isitiv e 
in 
their friendship s, they are cap ab le of little mean­ 
nesses which cu t and hu rt, ev en thou gh their incep ­ 
tion may b e mere thou ghtlessness. 
Again one wonders ab ou t the failu re of hu man 
p ersonal relationship when one reads of a su icide. 
When a su icide comes close to a p erson, when it 
hap p ens to someone whom one has known, one 
may well b e hau nted throu gh life b y the tho ught 
that p ossib ly , if one had b een a little closer to tha t 
lost indiv idu al, the tragedy wou ld not hav e been. 
Certainly one who wou ld p lan and carry forward so 
awfu l a p u rp ose mu st b e a lonely indiv idu al, 
a nd 
when su ch desp erate loneliness ex ists society ha s 
failed— not society in the large sense, not the organ­ 
izations b u t the indiv idu als— the p eop le who ca n 
make one feel that one is desired and resp ected.

Ana is not b ased in any sense on condition that residents of the com­ 
mu nity pu rchase shares of its stock. 
It is fu lly financed, has asked no 
b onu s, and has chosen Santa Ana strictly b ecau se of situ ations exist­ 
ing here. 
The company has no preferred stock. 
It was organized in 18 83, 
and in 18 8 9 started paying div idends and nev er has missed a q u arter. 
Starting with 18 99, it paid at the rate of 5 per cent per annu m. 
In 
1900 the div idend was increased to 6 per cent and was raised to 7 
per cent in 1907, continu ing at this rate u ntil the last q u arter of 1919, 
since which time 8 per cent has b een paid. 
In the meantime extra cash 
•div idends were paid, v arying from 3 to 5 per cent. 
The company was incorporated Au gu st 24, 18 8 3, u nder the laws 
of the commonwealth of Pennsylv ania, and was re-incorporated on Nov . 
3, 1920, u nder the same laws. 
Produ cts of the company are many and div ersified, inclu ding, 
among the more im portant, the following: Plate glass, window glass, 
spectacle glass, tapestry glass, carrara glass, mirrors, paints, v arnishes, 
linseed oil, dry colors, insecticides, lacq u er finishes, b ru shes, soda ash, 
cau stic soda, calciu m, chloride, whiting, lime fertilizer, refractory m a­ 
terials, limestone, cement, coal and natu ral gas. 
Formed strictly for the pu rpose of m anu factu ring plate glass, the 
company, immediately following incorporation, erected plants at Creigh­ 
ton, Tarentu m and Ford City, Pa. 
In 1895, the company pu rchased 
fiv e additional factories located at Charleroi and Du q u esne, Pa., Koko­ 
mo and Elwood, Ind.; and Crystal City, Mo. 
On May 1, 1896, the 
company entered into the job b ing of all kinds of b u ilding glass, and 
later extended this b u siness to inclu de paints, v arnishes, b ru shes and 
painters* su pplies, and in connection with this dev elopment the com­ 
pany acq u ired, in 1900 and 1901, a su b stantial interest in the Patton 
Paint company, located at Milwau kee, Wis., su b seq u ently erecting a 
plant at Newark, N. J. 
In those years it also acq u ired an interest in 
Rennou s Kleinle and company, b ru sh m anu factu rers, at Baltimore. Md. 
As these lines of the b u siness were extended, the company acq u ired 
similar interests in Pitcairn Varnish company, Corona Chemical com­ 
pany, Charles H. Fleischmann, inc.. Red Wing Linseed Oil company 
and Vreeland Chemical M anu factu ring company. 
In 1920 the Colu m­ 
b ia Chemical company, and the Patton-Pitcairn company, a holding 
company, owning all the stock of the paint and v arnish grou p, b oth 
Pennsylv ania corporations, were merged and consolidated with the 
Pittsb u rgh Plate Glass company. 
All of the foregoing companies hav e 
b een dissolv ed with the exception of the Vreeland Chemical M anu ­ 
factu ring company. 
The total stock of this company is owned b y the 
Pittsb u rgh Plate Glass company. 
The latter com pany owns all the 
stock of the former company. 
The Pittsb u rgh Plate Glass company 
owns 50 per cent of the Pittsb u rgh Safety Glass company, the Du Pont 
interest owning the remainder. 
The Pittsb u rgh Safety Glass company 
is incorporated u nder the laws of Delaware, with a capital of $1,000,- 
000, and is engaged in the m anu factu re of 
du plate, 
a non-shatter- 
ab le glass especially adapted for au tomob ile u se. 
Its principal plant 
is at Creighton, and the produ ct is sold exclu siv ely b y the Pittsb u rgh 
Plate Glass company. 
The Pittsb u rgh Plate Glass com pany, on Janu ­ 
ary 1, 1928, acq u ired and now owns the entire stock of the Colu mb ia 
Produ cts company, engaged in the sale and distrib u tion^ of whiting, 
lime fertilizer and similar produ cts, made at the com pany’s Barb erton, 
Ohio, plant. 
On Ju ne I, 192®, the company acq u ired all of the stock 
of the Ditzler Color company, with large plants located at Detroit, 
Mich., where au to lacq u ers and fine grades of paints and colors are 
produ ced. 
Wherrett 1$ President 


H arry S. W herrett, president of the company, was elected to that 
position April 4, 1928, to su cceed Capt. Charles W. Brown, deceased. 
W herrett has b een affiliated with the plate glass indu stry ev er since he 
was gradu ated from the high school of Kokomo in 1891. 
He entered 
the employ of the Diamond Plate Glass company of Kokomo. 
Shortly 
after that company was taken ov er b y the Pittsb u rgh Plate Glass com­ 
pany, in Ju ne, 1896, he was transferred to the general offices of the 
company at Pittsb u rgh. 
On Janu ary 1, 1901, he was made assistant 
sales-manager, and in 1906 was adv anced to m anager of plate glass 
sales. 
Following the policy of the company to recru it execu tiv es from the 
ranks, when W. L. Clau se b ecame chairm an of the b oard of direc­ 
tors and Capt. Brown president, on Septem b er 20, 1916, W herrett 
b ecame chairman of the commercial departm ent.
